Remaking the 
Marvelous City 

Rio de Janeiro hopes to take back former glory with 2016 Olympics

Brazil’s most iconic city has been losing its luster for decades, and 
those who live there hope that the 2016 Olympic Games will help 
it regain lost glory 

While its gorgeous beaches have kept Rio De Janeiro among the 
world’s top tourist draws, and the city hosts major events like the 
annual Carnival and the 2007 Pan American Games without incident, 
its international reputation for violence has weighed it down, and its 
domestic role as the epicenter of all things Brazilian has waned. 

“Rio is a city that has suffered,” President Luiz Inacio Lula da 
Silva said in Copenhagen, after the city won the Olympics on 
Friday “Rio, for a long time, has appeared in newspapers in the 
crime section.” 

Rio’s modern decline came quickly after its cultural apex in the 
late 1950 s, when its cool Bossa Nova beat circled the globe, backing 
its self-titled nickname of the Marvelous City 

The first big blow came in i960, when Brazil’s capital was moved 
inland to Brasilia, taking political power away from Rio for the first 
time since 1763. The 1960s also saw rival city Sao Paulo’s industrial 
sector surge, making it a modern economic powerhouse and luring 
countless businesses— and cash— away from the coast. 

The 1970s and ’80s saw drug gangs violently take control of Rio’s 
vast slums, with the lucrative cocaine trade fueling violence that 
engulfs the city to this day, generating those sordid newspaper 
headlines. Some 2 million of Rio’s residents live in slums, where 
government presence is essentially nonexistent and the rule of law 
is whatever the drug lord demands. 

But some residents are hoping that the Olympics— and the mas- 
sive $14.4 billion plan that Rio presented— mean improvements 
will come quickly 

“This will force the authorities to improve security and other 
social problems. How can we receive the entire world if these prob- 
lems endure?” said Rita Villa-Forte, a 60 -year-old lawyer from Rio’s 
beachside Ipanema neighborhood. 

“It is a beautiful city, yet things have not always gone well for it.”

The Obamas were mar- 
ried Oct. 3, 1992, in a ceremony at the Trinity 
United Church of Christ in Chicago. 

The anniversary dinner came after a 
whirlwind week that saw the Obamas fly to 
Copenhagen to make an unsuccessful pitch 
for their hometown of Chicago to host the 
2016 Olympics. 
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Baby- 
snatching 
case takes 
a turn

A newborn boy 
abducted by a woman 
posing as an immigra- 
tion agent was again 
taken from his mother 
after a brief reunion, 
this time by state offi- 
cials who said the baby 
and his three siblings 
would be safest with 
foster parents. 

Rob Johnson, a spokesman for the Tennessee 
Department of Children’s Services, said the 
children were taken from their mother, Maria 
Gurrolla, “purely for safety reasons,” though he 
would not detail why they were in danger. 

Johnson said officials made arrangements for 
Gurrolla to see her baby Saturday afternoon and 
hold him, four days after he was abducted. She 
brought her three other children— ages 3, 9 and 
11— to the reunion and all of the children were 
then taken into custody Johnson, who said he 
could not discuss details of the situation for 
privacy reasons, said a judge would review the 
case next week to determine when the children 
can go home. 

Joel Siskovic, an FBI special agent in the 
Memphis division, said there was no indication 
of an ongoing threat to the family He could not 
say why the children were put into state cus- 
tody 

Gurrolla, 30, was stabbed in her home 
Tuesday during the kidnapping, just four days 
after giving birth to Yair Anthony Carillo. 

Nashville police said the baby was found in 
good health Friday night at a home in Ardmore, 
Ala., about 80 miles south of Nashville near the 
Tennessee line. 

Tennessee Bureau of Investigation Director 
Mark Gwyn said officials arrested Tammy 
Renee Silas, 39, at the home in Ardmore. Federal 
authorities formally charged her Saturday with 
kidnapping. 

Silas’ live-in boyfriend, Martin Rodriguez, 
said he didn’t think she was capable of the 
crime. 

Speaking through an interpreter, he said Silas 
told him she was adopting a baby from a cousin 
who had to go to jail, and was going to El Paso, 
Texas, to get the child. He said Silas had a new- 
born with her when he picked her up from the 
Huntsville airport Tuesday

The online communication and collaboration tool that makes real- 
time interactions more seamless and lets you communicate using richly 
formatted text, photos, videos, maps and more has been getting some 
serious buzz for the past few months. The buzz turned electric late last 
week after Google sent out 100,000 invitations to Wave’s beta program. 

So why is Google Wave being touted as the next Twitter or 
Facebook? The features take what we love about social media now and 
expands them with an almost live component. 

If you are one of the lucky invitees, here’s what you have to look for- 
ward to: 

According to Google’s Wave page, a wave is a conversation with mul- 
tiple participants— participants are people added to a wave to discuss 
and collaborate on its content. Participants can reply any time and 
anywhere within a wave, and they can edit content and add more par- 
ticipants as a wave develops. It’s also possible to rewind waves with the 
playback functionality, to see what happened, and when. 

One thing is clear. Google has been paying attention to the short- 
comings of Twitter and Facebook— neither stress the importance of 
collaboration and conversation. And neither makes it easy to see what 
you’ve missed if you join a conversation late. Google Wave can catch 
you up with the push of a button and it lets you add the people you 
want to add to your wave. 

So how do you get an invite? If you didn’t request one a few months 
back when Google opened its request list, you maybe out of luck this 
time around. But the request an invite page is still up at tr.im/Apdh. And 
if you really can’t wait, search eBay Several auctions are still going on. 

I’ll be keeping you up to date on the progress of Google Wave over 
the coming months and hoping I receive my invite soon. 

What about you? Have you tried Google Wave or do you have an 
invite? Tweet me, poke me— just tell me. And if you give me an invite, 
we can wave to each other.

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That was fast 

HOW DO SOME YOUNG PROFESSIONALS GET AHEAD SO QUICKLY?

Julie Smolyansky was 27 when she became a CEO. 
Her father died suddenly of a heart attack, leaving 
her to run the publicly traded yogurt company he’d 
founded 16 years before. 

“The outside world didn’t believe I could handle 
it,” Smolyansky, now 34, recalls. “But failure was not 
an option.” 

For the next three years, Smolyansky said, she slept 
an average of three hours per night as she worked to 
save Morton Grove-based Lifeway Foods. It paid off. 

Last year, the company’s revenues were more than 
triple what they were when she took over, having 
risen from $12.2 million in 2002 to $44.5 million. 

Smolyansky, who lives in Lincoln Park, credits her 
success to her instinctive knack for marketing, a ded- 
icated staff, some strategic product initiatives— and 
most of all, a genuine belief in the product. 

“You have to live it, love it,” she said. 

Every now and then, you come across a young per- 
son who seems to have sprinted up the career ladder. 
A 27-year-old CEO. A 26 -year-old high school princi- 
pal. A 28 -year-old congressman. 

For the masses toiling at more modest posts, such 
a swift upward trajectory is met with a mix of awe 
and envy How did he or she get there so quickly? 
What is it about this person’s talent, work ethic, con- 
nections or luck that propelled him or her to such 
prestigious heights so early? 

And what am I doing wrong? 

While there’s no magic formula, young Chicagoans 
in high places say good mentors, positive attitude, 
willingness to work every waking hour and humility 
are among the secrets to their success. 

That’s not exactly groundbreaking insight, but it 
bears repeating as job dissatisfaction rates sit at 35 
percent, according to a survey published this year by 
salary.com, with Millennials reporting the most job 
dissatisfaction (65 percent). 

Jeremy Ulmer, a Chicago career coach, said he 
gets a range of clients, from recent college graduates 
to CEOs, who are seeking support or looking for a 
sounding board in order to be more effective, attain 
higher leadership roles or get a lift out of the quick- 
sand of their stagnant careers. 

Sometimes, he said, it’s hard for clients to answer 


the most important question of all: What is it that 
you really want? 

“If you can find what you love to do, it doesn’t even 
feel like work,” said Ulmer, 32. “When you’re that 
passionate about it, the likelihood of success is 10 
times greater.” 

Talking to young Chicagoans with impressive 
career paths, passion is the common ingredient. 

“It’s about love,” said Eboo Patel, 33, who recently 
was appointed to the Advisory Council of the White 
House Office of Faith-based and Neighborhood 
Partnerships. Patel founded the Interfaith Youth 
Core when he was 22 and continues to spend “every 
spare moment” working on the nonprofit, which 
brings together young people of different faiths for 
community service projects to highlight the good- 
ness of religion. 

Patel ran the organization with no budget for four 
years, working as a professor to make a living, before 
he got his first grants for the Youth Core, totaling 
$100,000. This year, he said, his budget is $4 million. 

Of course, love isn’t all you need. In Patel’s case, 
a prestigious Rhodes scholarship and substantive 
knowledge of religion and foreign affairs helped win 
him supporters and funding because they allowed 
him to smartly and seriously convey his vision. 

Mentors also are key 

Alexi Giannoulias said his decision to run for 
Illinois state treasurer at 29 was cemented after he 
worked on the U.S. Senate campaign of President 
Obama, an old basketball buddy of his. 

“It was seeing his ability to inspire people and 
bring ideas to the table, and just the fact that an 
incredibly intelligent person could overcome the 
odds and become a U.S. senator,” Giannoulias, now 
33, said. Giannoulias announced this year that he is 
running for Obama’s Senate seat. 

Though some people at first expressed skepticism 
about his age, Giannoulias said, ultimately what vot- 
ers cared about was what fresh ideas he could bring 
to the table. 

“They’re more interested in how you can make 
their lives easier and better,” Giannoulias said. 

Aaron Schock, a 28 -year-old U.S. Republican con- 
gressman from Peoria, raised eyebrows when he made 
his first foray into politics at age 19. Dissatisfied with 
some of the decisions that the Peoria School Board 


was making, including a rule prohibiting students 
from graduating early, Schock campaigned to be a 
school board member. 

He encountered resistance. Several board mem- 
bers successfully challenged his petition signatures in 
court and had him thrown off the ballot. In response, 
Schock knocked on all 13,000 doors in the district, 
campaigning as a write-in candidate, and won. 

Schock said his age hasn’t been much of an issue 
since then because, with eight years of experience 
under his belt, he’s proven himself to be serious, hard- 
working and effective— though TMZ did make him 
famous for his six-pack abs when it posted a photo 
of him in his bathing suit, and GQ features a photo 
spread of Schock in its October issue. 

He says it’s important to stay humble. “If you’re 
willing to stop and say, ‘I don’t have all the answers, 
what do you think of this,’ you can get a lot of advice 
and save yourself some headaches,” Schock said. 

Janice K. Jackson knew she didn’t have all the answers 
when, at 26, she was named principal of A 1 Raby a small 
public high school she helped found on the West Side. 

Originally intending to be a college history profes- 
sor, Jackson was teaching at Chicago Public Schools 
while getting her master’s degree when she grew 
disheartened by how the school was run, and, at 24, 
assembled a group to apply for a grant to found the 
new school. 

Though some district administrators initially 
resisted her appointment as principal, saying she was 
too young and inexperienced, supporters impressed 
with her leadership during the grant process lobbied 
on her behalf, Jackson said. 

“If you get complacent doing one thing, and one 
thing well, then you’re not going to progress,” said 
Jackson, 32, who lives in the South Loop and recently 
started a job as principal of the new Westinghouse 
High School, a hybrid of a selective enrollment col- 
lege prep program and a college and careers program 
that at capacity will have 1,200 students. 

Being young in a leadership role has its advantages: 
more energy, fresh ideas, an ease with technology, 
and, for those without a spouse and kids, the ability 
to commit long hours. But Jackson said there’s also 
more pressure to do well. 

“You have been given a lot,” Jackson said, “but a lot

Ever since the 2007 collapse of an 
Interstate highway spanning the 
Mississippi River in Minneapolis, Illinois 
officials have kept quiet about the dete- 
riorating condition of many bridges here, 
citing security concerns in an era of ter- 
rorist threats. 

But newly released inspection data 
reveals details about what’s specifically 
wrong with many of the state’s deficient 
bridges, and thus what rehab work is 
required to keep them safe. Notably, part 
of the Congress Parkway bridge over the 
Chicago River received the lowest pos- 
sible rating for a span allowed to remain 
in service. 

Illinois Department ofTransportation 
officials told the Tribune the overall num- 
ber of bridges that get poor marks for 
upkeep has come down by a small mar- 
gin in the past year, while there is more 
money available for repairs from federal 
stimulus and state sources. 

Those overall tallies are updated annu- 
ally What’s been kept quiet, until now, 
are the details. 

Illinois officials blocked the public 
from accessing timely data about the spe- 
cific condition of thousands of bridges in 
the state two years ago, after 13 people 
died and about 145 others were injured 
in Minneapolis when the Interstate 
Highway 35 W bridge over the Mississippi 
collapsed on Aug. 1, 2007. 

Now, for the first time, information 
summarizing inspection findings is avail- 
able. It can be viewed online, at wrc.dot. 
il.gov/bridgeinformation. 

With new funding flowing for infra- 
structure improvements, the state is 
playing catch-up by accelerating the 
bridge-repair schedule. 

“We end up with a backlog of struc- 
tures because some bridges are in the 
holding pen waiting to be repaired or 
replaced based on funding being made 
available,” said Todd Ahrens, bridge 
planning engineer at I DOT. “Others 
will be needing work, but they aren’t 
yet bad enough to be eligible for federal 
funding. 

“But we will not leave an unsafe bridge 
open to traffic,” he said.

Beating death has America 
talking, searching for a solution 
to senseless youth violence

Days after 16 -year-old Fenger High School student 
Derrion Albert was beaten to death, a photograph of 
a distraught young woman, weeping uncontrollably, 
was messaged to Jeremy Holmes’ cell phone. 

The portrait summed up all of Holmes’ emotion 
about the brutal killing, he said. 

“For some reason, this story has stuck out more 
than usual,” said Holmes, 30, who works as a music 
instructor in south suburban Robbins and Posen. 
‘After something like this happens, we do a march, 
we scream, shout, and then it happens again. 

“People are at their wits’ end with this violence and 
have no answers or solutions,” he said. 

Throughout America a discussion is taking place 
about the brutal killing of Albert, just what it means 
and what can be done. 

In barbershops and salons on the West Side, at 
churches, rallies and prayer vigils on the South Side, 
at Metra train stops and on buses, at conferences and 
suburban coffee shops, even on Facebook and Twitter, 
African-Americans are asking questions like: What is 
happening to us? Why are our children killing each 
other? What has happened to the value of life? 

And unlike violent acts against black children in 
the past, the reaction to Albert’s death has been espe-

dally visceral because the beating was videotaped and 
broadcast online for all to watch. 

“People can’t help but talk about this because of 
how brutal it was. A group of adolescents were pick- 
ing up objects and using their bodies as weapons. And 
numerous people stood around and watched,” said 
Cymetra Williams, 28, a Harlem resident who found 
herself discussing the beating while at a conference 
on health care reform in New York City “It reflects 
on how endemic violence is in our communities and 
shows that it’s acceptable in some people’s minds to 
stand there and not do anything to intervene.” 

When the topic arose on Joe Madison’s XM satel- 
lite-syndicated Washington, D.C.-based talk show, 
The Black Eagle, callers spent hours venting and air- 
ing their emotions, Madison said. Some blamed school 
administrators, police and government officials who 
they say should have known about the tension at the 
school. But many lamented that the violence has gone 
on for too long. 

“People can see for themselves the inhumanity, and 
we are just incensed,” Madison said.

Cybersecurity starts 
at home— and the office 


WASHINGTON When swine flu broke out, the gov- 
ernment revved up a massive information cam- 
paign centered on three words: Wash your hands. 

The Obama administration now wants to convey 
similarly clear and concise guidance about one of the 
biggest national security threats in your home and 
office — the computer. 

Think before you click. Know who’s on the other 
side of that instant message. What you say or do in 
cyberspace stays in cyberspace— for many to see, steal 
and use against you or your government. 

The Internet, said former national intelligence 
director Michael McConnell, “is the soft under- 
belly” of the U.S. today Speaking at a new cyber- 
security exhibit at the International Spy Museum 
in Washington, McConnell said the Internet has 


“introduced a level of vulnerability that is unprec- 
edented.” 

The Pentagon’s computer systems are probed 360 
million times a day, and one prominent power com- 
pany has acknowledged that its networks see up to 
70,000 scans a day, according to cybersecurity expert 
James Lewis. 

For the most part, those probes of government and 
critical infrastructure networks are benign. Many, 
said McConnell, are a nuisance and some are crimes. 
But the most dangerous are probes aimed at espio- 
nage or tampering with or destroying data. 

The attackers could be terrorists aiming at the 
U.S. culture and economy, or nation-states looking to 
insert malicious computer code into the electrical grid 
that could be activated weeks or years from now

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Andrews grateful after arrest 

WESTMONT The man accused of stalking ESPN reporter Erin Andrews kept 
his yard manicured, played golf and enjoyed cooking on a gas grill on a patio 
behind his $300,000 suburban Chicago townhouse. 

It’s the apparently normal life of Michael David Barrett, a 47-year-old 
insurance company employee, that made his arrest for allegedly secretly 
videotaping Andrews nude so upsetting, his neighbors said Sunday 

“Em totally shocked,” said David Wayne, 72, a retired corporate executive 
who lives several doors down from Barrett. “He looked absolutely normal — 
nothing distinguishing.” 

Barrett was being held in 
jail after his arrest Friday at 
O’Hare. Investigators believe 
he recorded Andrews by aiming 
a cell phone camera through an 
altered peephole in the door of 
her hotel room. 

Andrews, 31, worked the 
Auburn-Tennessee game for 
ESPN on Saturday night in 
Knoxville, Tenn. 

She issued a statement after the arrest thanking FBI agents and federal 
prosecutors for their work. 

“I hope that today’s action will help the countless others who have been 
similarly victimized,” said Andrews in the statement. “I will make every 
effort to strengthen the laws on a state and federal level to better protect 
victims of criminal stalking. I am also grateful to those who have expressed 
their concerns and good wishes for my family and me.” 

An FBI affidavit said Barrett specifically asked for a room next to 
Andrews at a Tennessee hotel where seven videos were likely taken, appar- 
ently through an altered peephole. An eighth video may have been shot at 
a Milwaukee hotel. 

Barrett is accused of trying to sell videos of Andrews to celebrity Web site 
tmz.com and posting them online. 

Several TV networks and newspapers had aired clips or printed screen 
grabs from the videos of Andrews in July She has covered hockey, college 
football, college basketball and Major League Baseball for ESPN since 
2004 and was named “sexiest sportscaster” by Playboy magazine in 2008 
and 2009.

No need to hide it. We know you’re aching for 
a farm-centric roll in the hayfield with your sig- 
nificant other this fall. Grab your date, hop in 
the car and head to these three spots to fulfill 
your pumpkin-picking, apple-sampling, corn 
maze-mapping craving for the year. 


County Line Orchard

Date appeal: Kicking off your first day-long date 

The details: \es, those mom-and-pop operations 
are quaint, but if you’re looking for an apple 
orchard/pumpkin patch with a bit more polish, 
you’ll find it just over the Indiana boarder. Stay 
entertained with two live bands on weekends, 
tractor-pulled wagon rides, a corn maze and a 
tchotchke-packed gift shop. Oh, it’s got apples 
($1.65 a pound) and pumpkins (40 cents a pound) 
too. Plenty of them. Get a list of what’s in sea- 
son upon your arrival and hop a wagon to the 
orchards and patch. The rest is up to you. And 
never mind that you’re going to spend the next 
two weeks turning your two 5-pound bags of 
apples into pies, crisps and tarts. You'd be foolish 
not to make a stop at the orchard’s cafe, which 
— surprise, surprise — specializes in taffy apples, 
apple doughnuts, apple pie and apple cider. 

Keep the date going: at Three Floyds Brewpub 

(9750 Indiana Parkway, Munster, Ind.). This brew 
pub and its excellent beer list will be a welcomed 
break from anything resembling an apple.

Date appeal: Cozying up on a bumpy wagon ride Date appeal: Getting lost together in a maze 


The details: Watch your mouth here, sailor— the 
crowd at this northwest suburban farm is main- 
ly families, with a handful of no-kids couples 
to help keep the balance. Admission’s free to 
browse pumpkins of all sizes and nosh on fall 
treats such as sugar-coated cider doughnuts (75 
cents), roasted corn ($2.75) and pulled pork sand- 
wiches ($4.50), all best washed down with hot 
apple cider (if you happen to have a flask of rum 
on you, we won’t tell). Work the farm-fun factor 
with goofy photo ops for couples such as a pair of 
giant rocking chairs and a stand-up of ‘American 
Gothic” with the faces cut out. Skip the $7 tick- 
ets to Animal Land (besides periodic pig races, 
it’s all kiddie stuff). Instead, plunk down $4 for 
a tractor-pulled wagon ride that winds through 
a cornfield and a haunted barn peppered with 
amusing nods for grown-up riders —note the rot- 
ting farmer corpse with a beer botde sticking out 
of his pants — with bonus views of gag-inducingfy 
huge mansions just off the farm’s property. 

Keep the date going: at the Onion Pub & Brewery 

(22221 Pepper Rd., Lake Barrington, 111 .). Sip on 
pints of Oktoberfest, Pumpkin Spice Ale or the 
rich Jack Stout (all $4.50) in the old-fashioned, 
wood-bedecked bar. 


The details: There’s no such thing as too much 
corn in farm-lovin’ Oswego. So carving a 14-acre 
maze from towering feed-corn stalks only made 
sense for the Kellers, who started creating this 
weekend labyrinth nine years ago. Shaped using 
a man-powered super-mower, a GPS and an aer- 
ial design depicting circus scenes (2008), a safari 
(2009) an d many others, the maze’s twists are 
tough to navigate even with the help of the map 
that’s included in your $8 admission. Enter your 
gumshoe date. Take turns finding the 14 check- 
points or race each other around the maze’s 
outer edge. After, refuel with a slice of Rosati’s 
pizza ($3) before taking a free wagon ride to the 
30 -acre pumpkin patch to choose a prospective 
jack-o’-lantern (45 cents per pound up to $10). 
On your way out, stock up on locally made jams 
and, you guessed it, sweet corn on the cob (35 
cents an ear, $3.99 per dozen). 

Keep the date going: at Fox Valley Winery (5600 
Route 34, Oswego, 111 .) Get three complimen- 
tary samples (additional are $5 for four) and cozy 
up by the fireplace with a bottle and cheese.

THE FADE 



Although this, um, business- 
casual style evolved from cuts 
of the previous decade, fans and 
members of groups like Guns N’ 

Roses and Quiet Riot ensured 
the metal mullet’s place as a sub- 
category of what Linda Wells, 

Allure magazine’s editor in chief, 
calls “one of the more memorable 
and regrettable hairstyles” of the 
’80s. 

Alii Denning, who owns 
LikeTotally80s.com, says the mullet 
was the boy-band look of the ’80s. 

Zac Efron’s hair, which is “long in the 
front but creeps down in the back” is 
a mix between the Beatles’ ’60s mop 
top and an ’80s mullet, she maintains. 

THE MOHAWK 

If you wanted the fun of volume and 
hair product but without a perm’s priss, 
there was the side-shaved, spiked-on- 
top mohawk. 'You could make it interest- 
ing with some purple or red. Or maybe a 
nice leopard print. “Some people even did 
the faux hawk,” says Manic Panic’s Tish 
Bellomo. Slicked back and up, the style 
“looks cute, but it’s not very daring,” she 
says. 

Allure’s Wells says the modern Mohawk 
twists seen at runway shows previewing 
2009 fall fashion were done with “high 
teased pieces in the middle and then tight 
on the sides. They give you that Mohawk 
look without any razors being involved.” 

“CLOSER TO GOD” BANGS 

Denning, who gave these sculpted round 
bangs their nickname on her Web site, con- 
siders this “the defining ’80s hairstyle,” saying 
the goal was to get bangs as “big and as far away 
from your scalp as possible.” 

“It even transcended genders,” Denning 
adds. “On the one hand, you had the Wilson 
sisters from Heart who had humongous hair, 
and then you have the hair bands (Poison, Def 
Leppard) and you have men with that hairdo.” 

Today, Wells looks to Reese Witherspoon’s bangs, where 
volume is focused on the side of her face. 

THE DEBBIE GIBSON 

The Bellomos say some considered the sprouting, high- 
side ponytail to be a punk rock look, but they insist that 
you’d have never found one at CBGB. Socialite Savannah 
Miller tried it out last spring, but Denning says that in 
today’s incarnation, you’ll more often see a side pony closer 
to the neck and pulled near one ear. 


Shorn around the sides and high on the head, 
the fade got its 1980s sensibility from black art- 
ists such as Grace Jones. And the later in the 
decade, the higher the hair, says Erica Blevins, 
who owns the Oh! My Nappy Hair salon chain 
with her mother, Rosario Schuler. Shaved sides 
popped back up this summer, with Rihanna, 
Cassie and others showing a bit of scalp. 

ASYMMETRICAL NEW WAVE BOBS 

Wells says this ’do featured hair “shaved close 
to the head on one side, and the other side 
was a traditional bob. It was a totally accept- 
able buttoned-up hair style on one side and 
then destroying it and being really punk on 
the other.” 

Look to Victoria Beckham or Mary J. 
Blige for today’s version. Wells says you 
have to be daring for this cut because 
“they become cartoonish in a matter of 
seconds.” 

POMPADOURS 

“It was much more a man’s thing in the 
’80s than it was a woman’s,” Wells says 
of the front-end head fluff. 

This season’s runway shows for 
women’s fall fashion had several sky- 
high pompadours. Wells says, “if it’s 
in a French twist or chignon or even 
a ponytail, then it can look good” in 
everyday life. 

CRIMPED HAIR 

Created by sleeping on wet braids or 
spending hours with a ridged iron, 
this look heated up in the ’70s and 
made waves by the ’80s. For non- 
believers who’ve traded crimpers 
for straightening irons, take a look 
at Prada’s models sporting frizzy- 
crimped hair in fall advertise- 
ments. 

FINGER WAVES 

They are a classic memorialized by 
black-and-white screen sirens. With ’80s adaptations, “you 
might have a high top with finger waves in the front. You 
might even have the asymmetrical thing going on and the 
front being the finger wave. Prince even had finger waves,” 
says salon owner Erica Blevins. 

For today’s softer, more relaxed versions, see the acciden- 
tally-on-purpose styles models wore at Proenza Schouler’s 
spring 2009 runway show. 

“The thing about finger waves is if you do them softly 
and loosely, they’re staples,” Guido says. “Jeans are never 
going to go away, the white shirt isn’t going to go away” 
Neither, apparently, will finger waves.

David Letterman has had a tough week. 

On Thursday, the “Late Show” host acknowledged having 
sex with some of the women who worked for him, and told his 
viewers he was the victim of a blackmail attempt. 

Since then, more details have emerged, including the name 
of the man, Robert J. “Joe” Halderman, a producer for CBS’ 
“48 Hours,” who was charged Friday with trying to blackmail 
Letterman for $2 million. 

Letterman’s fellow late-night comedians didn’t spare the host 
over the weekend, with several of them making Letterman the 
punchline.
